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The  Fall  Fund  Drive  started  and  ended  on  a  high  note.  $162,000 
in  ten  days  gets  us  off  to  a  great  start  The  response  of  new  and 
old  listeners  was  tremendous  and  signals  an  ever  increasing  base 
of  listener  support.  It  is  gratifying  and  unifying  to  know  that  so 
many  people  recognize  and  appreciate  the  work  that  KPFK  has 
been  doing.  We  thank  you  and  many  thanks  are  also  in  order  to 
the  KPFK  fund  drive  team  who  worked  many  hours  to  facilitate 
such  a  smooth  running  effort  The  fund  drive  team  includes  Fund 
Drive  Coordinator,  Pam  Burton,  Subscriptions  Director,  Sue  Cohen, 
Business  Manager  Mary  Fowler,  Traffic  &  Continuity  Director 
Blair  Zarubick,  Program  Director,  Lucia  Chappelle,  and  Subscriptions  Assistant,  Terry  Guy  and  the 
entire  KPFK  staff.  Thanks  also  to  the  many  generous  volunteers  who  donated  their  time  to  make 
this  fundraiser  successful  and  to  the  KPFK  programmers. 

I  would  like  to  esf>ecially  encourage  everyone  who  pledged  to  please  pay  their  pledge  as  soon  as  you 
receive  your  bill.  TTiese  Fundraisers  are  important  to  the  station,  not  just  for  your  visible  show  of 
support,  but  for  the  actual  dollars  to  pay  the  bills.  Please  do  not  delay. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  front  cover  of  our  Folio,  the  first  phase  of  KPFK's  equipment  installation 
project  is  complete  with  only  some  finishing  touches  yet  remaining.  What  has  been  talked  about, 
visualized,  even  doubted  by  some  people,  is  fmally  here.  A  great  accomplishment  for  KPFK  and  an 
extremely  exciting  one.  This  represents  a  significant  step  forward  for  the  station  technically  which  will 
serve  the  needs  of  the  entire  KPFK  paid  and  unpaid  staff  and  will  be  shared  with  oiff  Usteners  alike.  Once 
again  a  number  of  extremely  talented  and  hard  working  engineers  worked  on  this  project.  TTianks  to 
our  installer  Bruce  Bidlack,  Steve  Barker  and  BBAT  Productions  for  technical  design.  Studio  Main- 
tenance Engineer  Richard  Michael  for  project  supervision.  Production  Director  Maricel  Pagulayan, 
Chief  Engineer  Bob  Rcite,  and  a  number  of  other  volunteers  who  contributed  to  this  project.  The  second 
and  final  phase  of  this  project  will  be  the  installation  of  our  new  on-air  studio.   We  will  keep  you 

informed  of  the  progress.

The  importance  of  this  radio  station  is  lied  to  a  universal  vision  of  peace 
and  justice.  I  understand  that  because  that  vision  is  so  lofty  that  it  often  times  leaves  us  subject  to  much 
criticism  and  that  on  many  occasions  we  fall  short  The  reasons,  are  too  numerous  for  me  to  mention 
in  this  short  article.  The  point  is  that,  shortcomings  and  all,  this  sUlion  has  served  as  an  undeniable 
source  of  challenging  political  and  cultural  information  not  duplicated  on  any  other  radio  station  in 
Southern  California.  We  have  presented  this  information  because  it  is  important  and  not  because  it  is 
popular.  It  caimot  exist  however,  without  your  involvement  -  it  just  can't  Supjport  it
